As a short-cut Kelly, who is nearly 9 
years old, left Thirteenth street and started 
towards Twelfth street, between the new 
City Hall. and the Auditortum Building, 
now being wrecked. The buildings stand

Kelly describes the sandbag as being made 
of a plece of canvas, two inches in diame- 
ter and about two feet long.

A BUGABOO “QUESTION.” 
-The Turkish question is again nearing a 
settlement, the correspondents say. The 
correspondents have brought the Turkish 
question near a settlement on several 
previous occasions. 

It ig evident, however, aside from any- 
thing the correspondents may or may 
not say, that the intelligent public opin- 
ion of Europe has reached the point of 
insisting that some speedy and definite 
course of action shall. be taken to put an 
end to the atrocities in Armenia and the 
butcheries in Constantinople.

The pro- 
tected manufacturers employ hundreds 
of thousands of women,.and it is chronic 
complaint among labor organizations 
that wages are being forced down by 
‘women and girls being employed at work 
formerly done by men at men’s wages. 

The hundreds of thousands of girls and 
women in stores and sweat shops are also 
as mud entitled to protection as the 
workingmen. The wages of these women 
have been reduced to the starvation 
point by the annual influx of female im- 
migrants. eg : 

The chief reason why there is not an 
adequate supply of female servants is be- 
cause it is extremely difficult to get and 
keep a good female servant. There is 
always an abundance of girls, but very 
few good house-girls, and this condition 
will continue whether the gates of imm!i- 
gration are open or closed to women. The 
remedy is for employers of servants to 
select the best material and exercise pa- 
tience in educating it up to the. required 
standard. This 16 a lesser evil than al- 
lowing the country to be swamped with 
unskilled female labor for the sake of a 
few house-girls.

If France Reorganizes Her Artillery 
the Germans Will Get Even 
Better Field Guns.

BERLIN, Dec. 26.—Christmas eve, which 
ia the principal ¢destival of Christmmastide in 
Germany, was celebrated in the usual quiet 
manner by Christians and Hebrews alike, 
the latter having trees on which were 
lights, appies, nuts, gingerbread, etc. 

There were Christmas trees not only in 


every family, but in the bospitals, public in- 


stitutions, asylums, prisons, soup kitchens, 
casual wards and berracks. Snow fell and 
made the streets indescribably filthy. Bust- 
ness has been remarkably good, and a thor- 
ough fesetal mood was manifest, with the 
absence of the note of uneasiness and dis- 
satisfaction usually present in the press. 

At the new palace of Petsdam the fes- 
tivities began with the Empress and chil- 
dren presenting gifts to the servants, The 
Christmas trees of the court were lit up at 
5 o'clock in the beautiful hall of shells. 
At one end of the hall stood the Empress 
Ata table upon which were many works 
of art, and near by the Emperor's table 
with his numerous presents, including a 

carved clock from the Grand Duchess 
of Baden, a goblet and a wine jug of finely 
carved silver 


The children’ & tables, standing at the oth- 
er end of the hall, had over them their 
trees, — smallest for the Princess Vic- 
toria, and then, each @ little higher, were 
ables and trees for each of the imperial 
hildren up to the Crown Prince, who had 
he highest. The tables were crowded with 
ee ngs, books and useful presents. The 

mperor was somewhat serious in his de- 
meanor, but the Empress was in good 
Spirits and the children were full of 1 


t.

After religious service the rooms were deco- 
rated the presents arranged. As the 
officers entered the men sang in chorus and 
each soldier then received a present. In 
eome regiments the men were allowed to 
choose pipes, clothing, writing desks, 
purses, etc., and each man also received 
a basin of „goods. and some cigars from 
his commander.

The announcement in the French press 
that the Conseil Superteur had decided to 
reorganize the French artillery has created 
a considerable sensation, and, if the news 
is true, Germany will proceed to substitute 
for the present Held artillery a gun equal.

The sum of 200,000,000 marks will 
be required for this reorganization of the 
German army, which tt is imtended should 
be accomplished by 1899. If France re-arms, 
Germany, it is stated, will do so at once.

DON’T SLEEP WITH BABY. 


Danger of a Common Practice Shown 
in Alarming Statistics of Mortality. 


“Don’t sleep with the baby is an admoni- 
tioh given to the mother of a newly born 
infant by every careful and painstaking 


accoucheur. That the warning frequently 
falls upon a deaf ear is attested by the 
appalling fact that thousands of nursing 
children die each year as the result o 
carelessness. 

Suffocation as a cause of infant mortality 
is quite frequently seen in the death records 
—more commonly in England than in Amer- 
ica. The term is misleading to the average 
reader. It does not convey the same mean- 
ing to him that it does to the careful 
observer of such matters. 

A writer in Truth (London) recently called 
attention to the subject, not only the “acci- 
dent” side but also the more serious feature 
of the question, namely, downright: mur- 
der. 

To support his contention that many in- 
fants — actually murdered by overlying 
he quoted from the experience of one 9 
the most celebrated London Coroners: “I 
hold about 400 inquests every year upon 
children who have been overlain or suf- 
focated in bed, and more than 300 of them 
are downright 2 though, of course, 
no one can prove it. 

In an “accident” case the mother takes 
mer baby to bed with her. When the little 
one awakens it is taken to the breast to 
nurse, After awhile the mother falls asleep; 
the infant, having satisfied fits appetite, 
falls away from the mothers’ arms. lat- 
ter sleeps on, and perhaps rolls over upon 
the child, with the result that the ¢cath 
record is increased by one—a case of “‘suffa- 
cation due to accidental overlying.” 

Many people have an idea that a child 
“thrives better for being warmed by the 
animal heat of the mother.” The idea may 
be a good one, but it is not sufficient reason 
for exposing any child to a violent death. 
In many cases the mother is not the only 
parent who is to blame, but the father is 

ually at fault—that is when the child ts 
taken in ‘the bed between me nts. 

Still another dangerous habit is the one 
many mothers have of putting a child to 
bed with its nurse. If a wet-nurse the dan- 
ger is perhaps even greater than in the case 
of the mother. 

Naturally, mothers will ask, How are we 
to avoid the risk of suffocating the baby? 
That is not an easy question to answer, Cer- 
tain rules, however, may go far towards 
aig en | the danger. A most important one 
is: Don’t drink beer, ale or any other stim- 
‘ulant before retiring. Another, do not nurse 
the baby longer than ten minutes. Durin 
that time the little one will imb suf- 
ficient nourishment to last until the next 

eeding hour. The habit of nursing a child 
Mwhenever it cries during e 

icilous one, not only detrim 
ealth of the child, but it increases the 
danger overlying.

NATURE’S TELEPHONE. 


Without Wires Voices Are Transmitted 
From Mountain to Mountain. 


There is a na*ura)] telephone line in the 
Black Hills. The line runs between two 


mountains in the Black Hills range, north- 
west of Rapid City. On each side of the val- 
ley, twelve miles wide, stand two high 
peaks, which tower above the other moun- 
tains and have been known as landmarks, 

These mountains are several *housand 
feet high and have rarely been scaled, so but 
little is known of their topography. But 
same weeks ago a pirty of tourists decided 
to make the ascent, and they divided into 
two parties, one for each peak, taking 
n with them for the purpose of 
signaling to each other across the valley. 
The ascent was made and one of the party 
on the north mountain was surprised to 
hear voices, which apparently came out of 
the air. 

Hie moved his position, and the sound was 
no longer heard. By chang ng his position 
several times he discovered that the voices 
were those of his friends on the other 
mountain. He called the attention of the 
others to the phenomena, and when the 
attention of the opposite party had been 
attracted it was found that an ordinary 
conversation in an ordinary tone of voice 
was plainly heard from one mountain top 
to the other.

When first tried, last season, Old Bose cost 
his master several skunks by being unduly 
active at first in the work, then turning 
tail and running in one direction, while Mr. 
Kingsley ran in another. At such times 
Mr. Kingsley was still further chagrined 
by finding that no amount of persuasion 
would induce the dog to rally again before 
the same skunk. Kingsley had to train the 
dog patiently to the new style of hunting. 

When the dog now has the skunk well at 
bay, and the skunk’s attention is fully oc- 
cupied, Kingsley walks 22 behind the skunk 
and gets it well located by the light of his 
lantern. Then with a firm grasp he D ae 
the skunk up by the tail, being careful to 
hold the tail down, and knocks the animal 
senseless with a tap on the head with a 
club. That is all there is to the operation, 
and yet Mr. 22 not found another 
man in Litchfiel@ County who dares to do 
it.

Next to providing room for the patients 
themselves, one of the questions that wor- 
ries Dr. er most is to find space for the 
clothes of the patients. The hospital ‘s 
maintained entirely at *he city’s expense. 
There are no pay wards, and every patient 
is a charity patient. Not all are paupers in 
the strict sense of the word, but no one is 
supposed to receive treatment there who 
is able to pay his way at another b tal. 

The first thing required of a patient is 
that he submit to a bath. Then he must 
don hospital clothes, leaving his own in 
charge of an employe, whose duty it is to 
care for the clothing of the patients. This 
would appear:a simple thing at first. blush, 
but it {is an important matter and gives 
the hospital force no end of trouble. There 
are on an average 600 patients in the hos- 
pital constantly, and the clothing for each 
one must be kept in a place where it can 
be reached at a moment’s notice. If, when 
the patient is ready to leave, his or her 
clothing has been misplaced or lost, the 
predicament may be easily imagined. 

Most of the inmates on entering are 
clad in such garments that have never 
been accustomed to a nightly brushing 
and then placed carefully away in a cedar 
chest. For the most part they are well 
worn, dirty and wrinkled. Some have so 
animated an appearance, and are afflicted 
with so much organism, that they are 
subjected to a special treatment. A large 
and strong box is provided. The clothes 
are bundled up and placed within. After 
a —— of sulphur has n burned 
in the box, and the fumes have thoroughly 
permeated every garment, and all si 
of animation have disappeared the cloth 
is ready to mingle with other bundles. 

No matter how mean the patient’s cloth- 

ing may be, nor how ragged, if it be so that

of the package, and care is taken that it is 

not crushed. A printed tag is tied on each 

package. with the patient’s name, the date 

e entered, and an itemized list of ar- 
ticle of clothing. 

At times patients are received who, While 
they have exceptionally good clothing, have 
not a cent at their command, Especial care 
is taken of such clothing. The garments are 
hung on racks, and when the patient is dis. 
charged he may present as neat an appear- 
ance as on the y he entered the institu- 
tion, and his clothes will be devoid of wrin- 
kles and creases. 
It is no unusual thing for a woman to en- 
ter the hospital clad in silk and wearing a 
seal skin cloak. It is all that is left of more 
prosperous days. Such garments, while they 
are not packed away in a scented cedar 
chest, are hung up, and when called for are 
returned to the patient in exactly the same 
condition as when received. In fact no cloth- 
ing ts rolled up in a package and seriously 
injured in the process. A suit that a man 
has worn day and night, and worn 
sleeping in a straw stack or in a police sta- 
tion, will not deteriorate while its owner is 
in the hospital. 
Another thing that worries the superin- 
tendent to no little extent can * at this 
season be seen quite frequently. A pa- 
tient received at the hospital in A t or 
September, who en he en „ was 
wearing seasonable clothes, finds that the 
summer clothes are insuffici
